An express arrived Bi Walla Walla on 
Friday, Xrom Capt. Denl,!itatinii that he Imd 
found twelve of the survivors, but ni a staKj 
of wild insanity ; they wore onlirely luide, 
liaviiig beou stripped of every p.timde of 
ololhing by tho Jndiajia, and whoa Touiid 



were subsisting upon the dead bodies of 
those who had either been killei! by tho In- 
dians, or died from starvation. Wiien found 
they were unable to give any account, more 
than a blank muttering, and starvation had 
mndo such havoc that the sad spectacle 
drew tear.s from the rough but pityinfi ^es 
of the soldiers. Tlie resOjied, were, four 
men, two women, and si.v children — twelve 
in all. Famine and e.\po.«nro had reduced 
Ihem to .skeletons; some of thetn were un- 
able to stand, whether overjoyed at relief, 
or the agonies of their former sufferings 
overcame them, I know not, but the entire 
party were raving mad, and as yet can give 
no account of tho rest who composed tho 
train : pnrhaps other parties are also in the 
same condition.

A Steam Navigation Company. 
Our merchants are betiiniJ the aga. They 
should take a Insson from the enterprise of 
the Yaleites, who are now completing a fine 
stern-wheel steamboat to run between 
that town and New Westminster. A dis- 
pute had long existed as to whether Fort 
Yale or Fort Hope was the head of steam 
, navigation on the Fraser. The British Col- 
' umbla Steam Navigation Company persisted 
in deolining to run their boats to the former 
town. The current was too swift— the rif- 
fles dangerous— and Emorj'a Bar Rapids 
would be sure to swamp their hoiits. So 
they stopped short at Hope, and the goods 
for Yale were sent on to their destination by 
means of small boats. Thus things contin- 
ued for a year-and-a-half, until lust spring 
Capt. Moore took his little boat, the Hen i- 
etta, with ease to the latter place. The Yale 
folks thought that if one steamboat could be 
got up.another might also, and they raised a 
capital of 815,000 and have built a steamboat- 
Whether she will " make the riffle" or not, 
remains to be seen. Her builders say sha 
will, and we believe it. If she succeeds the 
consequence will be, low freights during 
the enduing year. 

But it is not for the purpose of glorifying 
the enterprise of the people of Fort Yale 
that we have written the above. It is to 
draw a contrast between them and oar own 
merchants. Hero we are, month in and 
month out, dependent upon the vagaries 
(we had almost said mercy) of two Califor- 
nia Steamship Companies— paying high 
freights, and traveling backwards and for- 
wards in old hulks, that should long since 
have beenjbrpkenjip for Iheirjoopper— and 
never so much' as raising a hand to remedy 
the evil, when it is in oui puwei lo do --o. 
We are content to receive our goods and o.ir 
letters twice a month, when we tnighl as 
well gel them once a week. We comm t 
onr livBM, and that of our families, lo the 
worn out California bleamships, (fsuling, as 
we do so, that the chances iire about even as 
to whether they will ever again reach dry 
land), when the money necessary to bu Id 
at least one good boat mighl be easily raised 
in Victoria. We are content that our goods 
shall be landed at Ksquimah, and build up 
that town at t^e eipense of our own, when 
the mean's are within our grasp to bring ocean 
steamers to our own wharves. 

If one of the vessels named was to go 
down to-morrow, carrying with it a luunbor 
of preciouH lives (as was tho case with the 
Northerner only a few short months af;o), 
another wail of grief and indignation 
would bo hoard ; tho formation of a company 
would be talked about; no:hiug would bo 
done, and in a little while, the calamity 
and its causes would bo forgotten. 

»ud as tho Yaleites say they wore situated, 
our conditiuu is immeasurably worse. There 
is no use waiting till another disaster occurs, 
ond, trusting to an ephemeral expression 
of popular feeling, endeavor to carry on an 
object that requires deep, sober consilei a- 
tion oDd:energetio action. Lot steps bo taken 
at once'foAhe formation of a Victoria .Steam 
'Navigation Company, buy or build stauuth 
boJtS, and construct them in such a manner 
tlmtthev can bo brought .safely into Victoria 
harbor and moored at m.y of the wharves 
Place the shares at a low figure— .say ^ 100 
each— in order that tho poorest may throw 
in his mite towards tho consummation of a 
work which would have for its objects oheop 
freights and security to life and limb, and 
tho prosperity and growth of. Victoria. Such 
an enterprise once sot on foot, we fee no 
obstnolo to prevent ita being carried into ef- 
fect. The money is here, and all thai is «- 
quired is energy and determination to bring 
It out, and ot once apply it to the object 
proposed.

Loss of the Schooner D. L. Clinch. 

By the arrival at this port, on Saturday 
evening lust, of Capt. VV. R. Porrimun, of 
the American schooner D. L. Clinch, with 
six of his crew, we loam that that vessoi was 
wrecked on Saturday morning, 10th inst., on 
the cnast of Vancouver Island, near a small 
harbor known as San Juan, about 70 miles 
from Victoria, during a torriH© gale.- Oapt. 
Perriraan informs us that he left Port Town- 
send on the 8th, with a cargo of 110,000 
feet of lumber hi Son Francisco, consigned 
to Messrs. Moiggs & Co. The crew consiit- 
cd of 7 persons (including the captain) and 
three passengers. Tho vossol iirst encounter- 
ed the gale on Pridoy night the 9th; the 
wind blew from tho southwest, and the ves- 
sel was headed up the Sound, currying very 
little sail Before daylight on the morning 
of the 10th, finding the gale increiising, and 
the vessel ooaring the shore, all possible sail 
was made to keep her off; but as fast as put 
on, it was blown away. The vessel struck on 
the rocks about 500 yards from the shore, at 
half-past si.t o'clock (just before daylight), 
tho sea making a clean breach over 
her. She partially filled when sho 
first struck, but shifted her position in a few 
minutes lo within about 200 yards of the 
shore, where she hold fast. Tho captain 
ordered the mainmast to be cut away; -nd 
while doing so, the vessel parted about ten 
feet abaft ttie mainmast, and became a total 
wreck. At seven o'clock, breakers, some 
twenty or thirty feet liif^h, were dashing 
over the vessel, and one of the crew jumped 
overboard ond swam ashore. Every eflort 
was made to send him a lino ; but all such 
exertions were found futile. At nine o'clock, 
the cabin parted from the, wrepk,_ aitd.the 
.-laptain, with six others, succeeded in reach- 
ing the shore on top of it. At 12 o'clock, 
tho remaining two persona on board weie 
lamled by mean- of a line made fast from 
tl,e vessel lo the shore. The party started 
the same day to walk to Sooke, through the 
woods, but having no provisions, and finding 
the woods thick, returned, after two days, 
nearly fariii.>ihed. and boardin'' the vessel, 
found' fome salt meat, upon ivhich they re- 
yaleil llieiiiselve.s. Three men were sent 
to San Juan the ne.vt day, and on Thursduy 
a canoe manned by Indians arrived. On 
Friilay night the captain and tho six others 
embarked in the canoe, and reached Sooke 
the following morning, where they were 
most kindly received by the family of Mr. 
Andre.v Muir, to whom they desire to return 
ilieir sincere thanks. On Saturday evening, 
more than a week after having been cast 
away, the party, as before staled, reached 
town. The three men sent lo San Juan did 
not arrive with the captain, but are expected 
in a day or two on a schooner. 

Captain Perriman reports that when ho 
left the wreck, she was fastened to the 
shore by two lines: the sterfl gone, and 
about one-half of her cargo remaining 
aboard. About 50,000 feetof 'the lumber 
had floated ashore, and was strewn along 
lh« beach. Nothing was saved Irom the 
wreck in the way of clothing or ship's 
stores, and the parly suffered a great deal 
Irom hunger and e.vposure before reaching 
S,.„i,„ °r...o „f .ho o.-- oauiy 
biuised by coming in contact with floating 
lumber wbile making the shore on the rait. 

The Clinch was owned by Messrs. Stod- 
ilafd & Co., ^iiii Francisco, snppu.^ed to be 
uoiii.-ure.l. Sue was built at Ualliinore in 
1854, and has been running between this 
I on and San Francisco since 1858, and was 
considered a very staunch vessel. .She un- 
loaded a cargo of merchanuiso hereon tho 
21.st ult. Tlie seliooiier Louise left lor the 
wreck yesterday morning, for the purpose of 
Kttviug any poiiion of the cargo which may 
have came ashore. 

Plumbaoo. — We mentioned on Saturday, 
tliftt the Labouokiere had brought from tho 
Northwest Coast fifty-seven tons of plum- 
bago. Wo yesterday received several sam- 
ples of the ore, which appear to our unprac- 
tivcd eye to be very rich. Tlie ore was 
sliipped by Major Downie from an Indian 
MUtlpiueiiL known as lahtides, about 200 
miles above Fort Kupcrt, on the mainland. 
It is situated up a natural canal, known as 
Dcane's, and we are informed that nearly 
the whole co.vst abouiula in just such speci- 
mens. Some years ago a (luantity of the 
same ore was brought down on the Otter, mid 
used on the Satellite fn nilibiiig; the shecvni 
of blocks— black lead being superior to 
"rca.sc for such a purpose, us the latter i;ul- 
fccts dirt, and ifi eon,sc(iuently liable to foul 
the ropes. Yesterday a number of Indians 
were bunied on the Hudson Bay Company's 
wharf in packing tho ore in gunny bags as 
fast as it was discharged from the vessel, 
preparatory to sending it to Kngland. If tho 
Kpecimons in our possession aro genuino 
plumbago, the discovery will be^orth a for- 
tune to the indomitable' explorer, as well as 
a great help to tho colony. 

Ice— Yesterday morning, the frost was 
sharper than at any li-r-.e previous this fall. 
Ice formed along the gutters to tho thick- 
ness of the eighth ol an inch ; and water in 
a bucket standing in tho yard of our builtl- 
ing showed a thick skim of ico, tho handi- 
work of Jack Frost during the night. 

Hknkfits,— The Tiger Engine Company 
will lake a beiielit at the Colonial Theatre 
on Friday night, and tho Royal Hospital 
will have n benefit at the same theatre on 
the Monday following.
